ber of the senate, publishes in the 
"Hlvlsta D Italia" today a long article 
to demonstrate that Pope I-eo 
XIII 


died of tuberculosis cancer of right 
hydrotherax He forstalls his 
state- 


ment with arguments based on bis 
(jwnTxperfence and that of authori- 
ties such a Trousseau, Earth Frankel 
and Zagari to show that all the symp- 
toms of the illness of Pope Leo XIII. 
as stated in official bulletins by Doc- 
tors Lapponi and Maztonl, lead to the 
conclusion that the late pope was not 
affected by pleurisy or 
pleuro-pneu- 


monia. 


There are forms of senile pleurisy 


or pneumonia, he Continues, in which 
fever, pain and cough are lacking but 
these are almost without exception of 
a tubercolusis nature 
The 
declara- 


tion that the postmortem examination 


confirmed the diagnosis made by Drs. 
Papponi and Mazzoni, the professor 
declares is not sufficient, as only care- 
ful mlcrosopfc examination in those 
cases can establish the rea! affection 
of the pleura 


The professor's statement concludes 


as follows' 


"Hematic serum gathered deceit- 


fully, without fever, pain and cough. 
fn an old man of 94, with diminishing 
strength should have made the doc- 
tors think of cancer of the pleura, or 
tuberculous hydrothorax instead of 
pleurisy, pleuro-pneumonia, or senile 
pulmonary hepatizatlon, but it is im- 
possible to make a diagnosis without 
having seen the patient and without 
precise data on the chemical nature 
of the composition <<f the liquid taken 
from the pluera. Faithful to a high 
pledge taken, I have waited for these 
days from the death of the pope before 
making this publication."

The copy of the in- 
dictment he said, waf of itself all the 
evidence the government intended to 
produce and if the defense counted on 
forcing the government to brin? here 
al! of its witnesses and subject them 
to cross-eEamination by the defense, 
practically trying the rase in New 
York, it would find itself mistaken.
